Sept. 12, 1918 by heavy artillery 
fire of destruction. 
At 5 a.m. on this date, the six 
\ marie an Divisions in the from 
line (on the southern face of th 
salient and west of the Moselle 
I River) advanced, preceded by a 
rolling barrage laid down by the 
artillery. The enemy, demoralized 
by the volume of artillery fire and 
the suddenness of the attack, did 
not, except in certain sectors, 
make a stubborn defense. In an

Safety. 
“ Superintendents and news ed­ 
itors performed 
an 
outstanding 
public service in this safety cam- 
aign last year,” said J. W . Edgar, 
Commissioner of Education. “ Yet 
7 lives were lost during th© school 
year in collisions involving school 
buses. There is a continuing need 
for a program of safety educa­ 
tion.” 
There were two more fatalities 
during 1956-57 than were reported 
to the Department of Public Safe­ 
ty in 1955-56. The total number of 
accidents reported declined, how­ 
ever, from 379 to 335. (During the 
past year the Highway Depart­ 
ment erected signs on all major 
roads warning motorists of the 
safety measure.) The law says in 
effect, that upon meeting or over­ 
taking a school bus which has 
stopped on the highway for the 
purpose of receiving or discharg­ 
ing children, the driver of any 
vehicle 
shall stop 
immediately 
before passing. After coming to a 
stop the driver of the vehicle can 
proceed with due caution at a 
speed which is prudent and does 
not exceed ten miles per hour. 
Tin* law does not apply within 
city limits. 
Vehicles are not 
required 
to 
stop on highways wdth separate 
roadways when the bus is on 
a 
different roadway from that of a 
passing vehicle. Vehicles are not 
required to stop if the school bus 
is stopped in a loading zone w hich 
is a part of or adjacent to a con- 
trolled-acccss highway and where 
pedestrians are not permitted to 
cross the roadway. 
All public school b u s e s 
are 
painted yellow and have "School 
Bus” painted in large letters on 
the front and rear of each bus. 
They are equipped with flasher 
lights usually mounted 
high on 
the front and rear of the bus. 
These lights are used only when 
the bus is in the process of stop­ 
ping or I - stopped to receive or 
discharge children.

“ With a part of my earnings I 
purchased a mule and cart, pay­ 
ing seventy-five dollars for the 
outfit, and 
engaged in 
hauling 
water from the Rio Grande, which 
sold at 25 cents a barrel. Con 
sidering the amount of capital in­ 
vested it was the best paying 
business in which I ever engaged, 
and it was my constant oceup 
tion until I was offered employ 
ment that gave me an opportune 
to see the country, then I hired a 
man to drive the cart during my 
absence. 
“ Messrs, Herman and Gilbean. 
cotton-brokers in Pedras Negras, 
wanted to visit San Louis Potosi 
on business. As the distance was 
five hundred and fifty miles over 
an unsafe road an escort was 
necessary, and they hired me and 
a mexican to serve in that capaci­ 
ty. They traveled iii an arobu 
lance with four mules driven by 
a mexican and the escort ac­ 
companied them 
on 
horseback 
all the way. A brief sketch of our 
route and the prominent places of 
interest is worthy of notice in a 
section of country w h e r e the 
greater part was a desolate wild­ 
erness, but as it is described else- 
where as far as Monterey in an­ 
other connection, the reader’s at­ 
tention will be directed to a few 
places of importance beyond that 
city. 
“ The city of Saltillo is situated 
in the State of Cochuila, seventy- 
five miles southwest of Monterey, 
on the north slope of a ridge that 
crosses the whole valley and it is 
in sight aug* passing the Hacien­ 
da of San Oregano. It was then a 
wellbuilt 
t o w n 
of 
substantial 
homes, with good paved streets, 
and a beautiful Alameda. A num­ 
ber of factories were established 
there, and they contributed great 
ly to the prosperity of the place by- 
giving employment to the inhabit­ 
ants. Several’ of them manufact­ 
ured unbleached cotton goods ex­ 
tensively, and others turned ou. 
woolen goods. They also had the 
reputation of turning out the fin 
est of the well-known hand made 
Mexican blankets that were ad­ 
mired for their excellent quality 
and workmanship, not only in the 
republic but in Europe and the 
United States, where, they were 
sold for from thirty to fifty dollars 
apiece. 
“ The road from Saltillo to San 
Luis Potosi passed through San 
Cristobal and the Hacienda de 
Guadelupe, to the right of the 
Catorce mountains, which 
rises 
two thousand feet above the sur­ 
rounding p l a i n s . When within 
twenty-five miles of San Luis Po­ 
tosi the beautiful city appears and 
distance adds enchantment to the 
view 
which 
becomes 
more 
a 
tractive the nearer it is approach 
cd. Stately homes and numerous 
lofty towers give prominence to 
the substantial buildings t h a i 
crowd upon its narrow streets. 
These, when entered, are found to 
be interesting on account of the 
way they are laid out and because 
of their superior construction ane 
cleanliness. A m o n g its 
public 
buildings is a splendid city ha* 
and five or six magnificent chur 
ches adorned with carvings and 
sculpture that rival any in Mex 
ico, the most superb of which is 
the Catherdral. 
“ In 1862 San Louis was one oi 
the most enterprising cities in th< 
republic, independent of its min 
ing interests, that at one time a! 
tracted grea attenion. The Sat 
Pedro mine was once the mo> 
prominent in Mexico, on accoun 
of the single piece of pure gol 
taken out of it, that is said to hav< 
been the largest solid lump o 
gold ever found in Mexico or an} 
part of the world. It was sent t< 
Spain as a present to the King 
and in return for that act of gen 
erosity, the King 
contributed * 
beautiful and costly clock to the 
city as ti gift for its cathedra 
which I suppose strikes the hour? 
now as it did in 1862 when I was 
there. The noted San Pedro mine, 
which was near the c i t y , was 
abandoned many years before rn 
visit on account of water tha 
flooded the interior and caused I 
to cave. So far the evil has no 
been remedied, but perhaps scien 
tific skill will overcome the ail 
ficulties eventually and make its 
wealth accessible. 
“ After 
reaching 
our 
destma 
tion my 
employers 
ascertaine 
that a lot of silver bullion was dm 
them had not been delivered. The 
treasure was expected from th. 
mines of Real de Catorce, distant 
about one hundred 
a n d forty 
miles, and it was essential tha. it 
should be secured with as Intl* 
delay as possible. For that pur­ 
pose I and the two Mexicans o 
our party were sent with foul 
pack mules, under the orders Of 
Angel Hernandez, a resident of 
San Luis Potosi.

Moms And Pods Are Guilty— A Case Of The 


Little Man Who Wasn’t There 


There is hardly a mother ar dad around who 
isn't anxious for the children of the family to be a 
part of Blue Birds and Camp Fire or Cub Scouts and 
boy Scouts. They are anxious for them to be a part, 
but many expect some other child s parents to do 
the work with little or no cooperation on their own 
part. 


Every fall, there are not enough leaders for Camp 
Fire and Blue Birds, and all year, every year, there is 
a need for more Scout leaders.

then numbered in the neighbor­ 
hood of six thousand people. Thc 
public buildings and houses were 
substantially built of stone,

though 
narrow, 
were paved, and cleanliness was 
enforced. No vehicle of any kind 
could be seen in the place, and it 
was said that none had ever been 
introduced, but the deficiency was 
supplied by pack animals. The in­

YARBROUGH OPPOSED 


TO GUN REGULATION 


At a hearing before the Alcohol 
and Tobacco Division of the In­ 
ternal Revenue D e p a rtm e n t today 
on a proposed regulation 
to re 
quired records of guns 
and am 
mumunition 
sold. Senator Yar 
borough presented the following 
statement: 
These 
proposed 
regulations 
would require all dealers to main­ 
tain a permanent record of a!) 
firearms received and 
disposed 
of, and would require every per­ 
ron who buys a gun or a box of 
shells to sign a receipt therefor. 
In my opinion these unnecessarily 
burdensome restrictions 
on our 
people. 


“ The people of Texas generally 
are accustomed to use firearms 
This proposed law would require 
every farm boy to register his 
gun and have a receipt for every 
shell or cartridge bought if he 
wanted to hunt a buck, turkey, 
squirrel, dove, quail, or rabbit, or 
shoot a rattlesnake or wildcat 
The rural homeowner would need 
a federal receipt to protect his 
chicken f a r m from a chicken 
hawk or from a rabid fox. 


“ Our people are a loyal people 
They can be trusted by the gov-' 
ernment. Who is afraid of the peo­ 
ple? This regulation smacks of a 
police state. It would be more 
reasonable to require a permit to 
go swimming in navigable waters 
Liiau to require a shotgun and \ 
shell permit to hunt rabbits, be 
cause t h e swimming is more 
dangerous than the hunting. 
“ The oldest shooting club in the 
United States is at New Braun 
fels, Texas. The familiarity of our 
people with firearms has been a 
strong factor in the ability of our 
citizen soldiers to prepare speed 
ily for battle in time of war. A 
nation of o u t d o o r s m e n is a 


healthy, vigorous nation 
These 
restrictive an,I 
burdensome 
re 
filiations would make it more ex- 
Pcnsiveto keep and use guns and 
rifles. They would lessen the zeal 
of our people for outdoor sports 
in time of peace and effective 
military service in time of war. 


I hose r e g u l a t i o n s put 
bureaucracy in every gun closet 
rn every home in America, and if 
adopted, would end the ancient 
concept that “ Every man’s home 
is his castle” , because it would in­ 
vade the right to defend that 
home. 


I hope that this regulation is 
defeated. The taxpayers do not 
need a new burden to hire a new 
group of agents to keep count of 
all the shotguns and rifles £nd 
shells purchased for every home 
in America.”

.Alfalfa is one of the most versa­ 
tile of farm crops. It is important 
to Texas as a source of hay, seed, 
pasture and also as a soil im prov­ 
ing crop. 
.Alfalfa does best on fertile, well 
drained, neutral to alkaline soils 
of medium texture, according to 
EM T r e w , extension 
pasture 
specialist. However, it 
is 
being 
grown on some acid sandy loam 
soils of East Texas with the add­ 
ition of lime and plenty of ferti­ 
lizer. Alfalfa n e e d s 
plenty 
of 
phosphorus and potassium as well 
as adequate calcium . A soil test is 
best for determ ining 
its 
needs. 
The most widely grown and best 
adapted varieties for all Texas 
except south of a line running east 
and west through 
Houston 
and 
San Antonio are the 
“ Common” 
varieties 
— 
Southwestern 
and 
Barstow. South of this line, H airy 
Peruvian, 
Indian 
a n d 
African 
make more winter growth 
and 
more total yeld than the “ Com 
mon" varieties. Chilean could al­ 
so be u s e d in that area, says 
Trew.

Egg quality declines rapidly uti­ 
le " the eggs are handled proper­ 
ly from the time they arc laid un­ 
til consumers 
use 
them. 
Thou­ 
sands of dollars arc lost annually 
by pouRrymen and egg handlers 
because of this loss in quality. 
But this loss can be greatly re ­ 
duced if the eggs are cooled and 
handled properly, says F.Z. Bean- 
blossom. Texas A & M 
College 
marketing specialist. 


He points out that heat is one of 
the greatest causes of loss in egg 
quality. 
Research indicates that 
50 to 55 degrees F. is a good tem p­ 
erature in which to hold eggs on 
the farm when they are m arketed 
at least two or three times w eek­ 
ly. Any temperature above 70 de­ 
grees causes a rapid deteriora­ 
tion of quality —• the higher the 
temperature, the quicker the de­ 
terioration. 


The specialist advises gather­ 
ing the eggs at least three tim es 
daily, and cooling rapidly to re ­ 
move animal heat. The egg tem p­ 
erature is about 105 degrees 
F . 
when laid, lf the temperature in 
the hen house is around IOO de­ 
grees, it is obvious that little cool­ 
ing will occur unless the eggs are 
removed. 


Beanblossom says that age, or 
the length of time eggs have been 
laid, is another factor 
affecting 
egg quality. This loss of quality is 
reduced greatly if the eggs 
are 
kept at 50 to 55 degrees F. The 
eggs will maintain quality 
even 
longer at 30 to 31 degrees, but 
this low temperature is not 
re ­ 
commended for short holding be­ 
cause of the cost and the greater 
tendency toward sweating. 


Humildity is another factor 
in 
maintaining favorable 
egg 
con­ 
ditions, continues the specialist. 
Eggs arc more likely to hold their 
maximum quality at 
a 
relative 
humidity of 70 to 80 percent, but 
a low humidity will not cause un­ 
due quality loss unless eggs 
are 
to be stored for several weeks. 


The new egg law makes it even 
more important to maintain good 
egg quality. A leaflet, “ Most Im ­ 
portant Enemies of Egg Q uality,” 
gives recommendations 
relative 


to the above factors as well as 


some important 
suggestions 
on 


maintaining high egg quality. It
